It is only 
when we are about to lose anything we value highly, that we fully es- 
timate its worth, and this is at present the feeling of the public in re- 
ference to Mr. Kean, who as tis physical powers decline, appears to 
encrease in’ attraction. We regret to state that last night Mr. Kean 
appeared to be in a very week state of health, and searcely able to go 
through the character at. all; theré were all the fine conceptions of true 
genius, but ,a sad deficiency in the power of embodying them. ‘The 
play was, inconsequence of Mr. Kean’s indisposition, terribly curtailed, 
and oetasioned some rather Indicrous mistakes. We are loth to speak 
in terms that might at all be construed into unkindaess of Mr. Duru- 
set, who is a most useful servant of the public, but really it is as 
cruel to him as to the audience to give him such a character as Wil- 
ford, for which he has not a single requisite ;—the very singular mis- 
takes the management here make in appropriating the talent they really 
do possess, are perfectly amazing. The first seene of Fawcett’s ddam, 
was perfectly inimitable ; and the Sampson of Mr. G. Penson, was 
enough to redeem any defects, physi¢a!l or otherwise, they were indeed 
gems. The Pantomime concluded.

Tur Opera of Isidere de, Merida was to have been performed at 
this house last night; but The Lord of the Alanor was substituted 
for it, in consequence of the indisposition of Madanie Feron. On the 
first rise of the curtain, symptoms of an approaching breach of the 
peace were manifest, and the harmonies of Miss Love were acconipa- 
nied |by the discords of the galleries, and all that delightful variety of 
intonation—that “ concord of sweet sonnds,” in which the dwellers in 
the upper regions of our Theatres most especially delight. Mr. Wal- 
lack, whose pleasing duty it is to make the appropriate speeches on 
these interesting ocoasions, soon appeared for the purpose of exyila- 
nation. He stated what would have been tolerably obvions to any. in- 
telligeut audience—that he really could not help the illness of the lady, 
whose absence caused the uproar: that she had become ill as late as 
four o'clock In the afternoon ; and that every means had been used to 
give publicity to the necessary change of performance. A few of the 
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audience were not satisfied with this statement, and a running dia- 
logue began between them and Mr. Wallack ; but the confusion and 
noise were so great, that it is impossible to report accurately the clo- 
quent and elegant argumentative addresses from the galleries :—like 
all great themes, they will be better left for the imagination. At length 
upon some rude expression of a dishelief of Mr. Wallack’s statement, 
that gentleman, (evidently under the influence of strongly excited feel- 
ing) said, ‘ I] come here to offer an explanation, and not to be insulted.’ 
This ended the broil, and The Lord of the Manor was allowed to 
proceed. Wemay add, that placards, announcing the change of the 
performance, were affixed at every entrance to the Theatre ; and that 
The Theatrical Observer gave The Lord of the Manor as the Opera 
for the evening, in the greater part of yesterday’s number.—The house 
was well attended.
